0., supporting' the automobile union's 
dispute with General Motors Corpor- 
ation. 


Martin said the conference with 


Lewis 
would 
be at 8 o'clock to- 


night. He said only that they would 
discuss strike "strategy." 


Earlier, non-union employes of the 


Pontftkc Motor Company, a General 
Motors unit at Pontiac, Mich., dis- 
closed they had ejected bodily from 
the plant five union men who at- 
tempted to start a "sitdown" strike 
there this morning. The non-union 
men said 
that 
seven other union 


members 
had 
-walked out of the 


plant in sympathy with the would-be 
strikers. 


P. H. McGregor, factory manager, 


announced that because of a short- 
age ot parts, the production line of 
the Pontiac plant would close late 
Tuesday. 
Eighteen hundred ot the 


9,300 employes will be laid off. Mc- 
Gregor said.

Tax on Silver Profits 


Washington, Jan. 11 (JP>.—A 50 


per cent tax on profits 
made by 


silver traders before enactment of 
the 1D34 law directing the Treas- 
ury to increase its 
purchases of 


that metal for the nation's mon- 
etary stock was held constitutional 
today by the Supreme Court. 


Justice Van Devanter delivered 


the unanimous opinion which re- 
versed a ruling by the Court of 
Claims that the tax was unconsti- 
tutional because it took 
property 


without due process of law. 


It was challenged by Percy K. 


Hudson of New York on the ground 
that it applied to transactions com- 
pleted 
before 
the statute 
was 


enacted. 


The government contended the 


levy was necessary 
"to 
prevent 


profiteering at the public expense." 
It said the tax was intended to 
keep speculators from forcing the 
price of silver up while the meas- 
ure was under congressional con- 
sideration. 
Assessments after the 


act went into effect were not chal- 
lenged.

ca.1 carry infection, other than the 
droplets of sneezes and the like.
